C ram er v/as scheduled to take off 
for Reykjavik, Iceland, today. 
The route from D etroit to C open­ 
hagen is 4,309 miles, 2,600 miles of 
it over land 
Over N orth Woods 
From D etroit it extends over the 
C anadian tim b er lake region, past 
Hudson Bay to Baffin Land, across 
G reenland 
to 
Iceland 
and 
the 
Faroe Islands to Copenhagen. 
In the estab lishm ent of the air 
-nail route 
it is planned to make 
thirteen hops, w ith the plane re ­ 
fueling at each stop 
to carry 
as 
largo a payload as possib le. 
It was pointed out tha t the great­ 
est 
w ater jum p 
on the northern 
route does not exceed 495 miles.

PENSIONS FOR THE NEEDY. 
The coming decade probably will see an enormous ex ten­ 
sion of the practice of giv ing money from the public treas­ 
ury to people who are unable to support themselv es without 
help. 
The concept of gov ernment as a paternal institution 
is growing. It the number of prospectiv e wage-earners con­ 
tinues to be out of all proportion to the number of jobs 
av ailable, state and federal pension and insurance laws will 
inev itably show an increase. 
After the World \\ ar v arious states began to pay pensions 
to widows who were unable to support their children. 
To­ 
day such pensions are being paid in 44 states, two territories 
and the District of Columbia. 
Yet it all amounts to the 
merest drop in the bucket. 
In Cincinnati, for ex ampe, the av erage sum receiv ed by a 
needy widow from the state is $30 a month. 
In many states 
the max imum is $20, with the av erage far under that figure. 
The Children’s Bureau of the Department of Labor, after 
surv ey ing 01 large cities, found that on the av erage only 
about a third of the families aided under these pension laws 
get as much as is necessary for bare ex istence. 
In many 
states the number ot mothers eligible to these pensions who 
are on the waiting list far ex ceeds the number of those ac­ 
tually being helped. 
Furthermore, Department of Labor studies hav e shown 
that the married woman who works is not. simply try ing to 
earn pin money . In most cases she is either entirely or par­ 
tially supporting a family . 
On top of that, in some parts of 
the country— especialy in the tex tile regions— men’s wage 
scales are based on the assumption that either the wife or 
one of the children will also he working and contributing to 
the support of the fa m ily . 
The status of the married woman has changed v astly , and 
these figures make it obv ious. It is also obv ious that we hav e 
hardly scratched the surface with our pension laws so far. 
If, for ex ample, more jobs are to be made for men by remov ­ 
ing married women from industrial pay rolls, an enormous 
increase in mothers’ pensions will be absolutely necessary . 
Ev en to bring the ex isting pension pay ments up to respect­ 
able lev els would entail a huge boost in public ex penditures. 
Yet these things, ev entually , will probably be done. Direct 
pay ments to the needy from thv public still are going to in­ 
crease, not diminish. 
We might just as well make up our 
minds to it.

When Theodore 
Roosove t, 
26th 
President of the United States, and 
Grover Cleveland. 
22nd President, 
used the authority of their office in 
meeting serious 
economic 
disturb­ 
ances during their terms, there were 
those who questioned the President­ 
ial powers and the historic precedent 
for such acts 
But the power and 
the precedent had hien established 
by 
the 
First 
President, 
George 
Washington, who omitted not even 
this detail from the countless other 
lasting examples and precedents he 
set in putting in motion the m a­ 
chinery of our government. 
The disturbance that moved Pres­ 
ident Washington to this first test 
of Federal power in putting down a 
serious threat to its stabi ity was the 
iamous “Whisky Insurrection" which 
originated during his first Admini­ 
stration. 
That historic uprising, as the Di­ 
vision of Information and Publica­ 
tion of the United 
States 
George 
Washington Bicentennial 
Commis­ 
sion points out, was not, as its name 
implies, a moral difference on the 
wet-and-dry issue 
It had its ori- j 
gin in an economic question and was 
much like the serious strikes which 
the later Presidents, Cleveland and 
Roosevelt, were called on to master. 
The chief difference in the “Whisk­ 
ey Insurrection" was that 
this 
big 
“strike” ran afoul of a Federal law, 
and hence directly invited Federal 
interference 
The trouble began In 
the 
early 
1790‘s. 
By then the valleys west­ 
ward of the Al’egenies were produc­ 
ing wheat, but not yet had roads or 
other means of transportation been 
developed 
As a result it was found 
that the easiest way to ship this 
wheat was in the form of whiskey, 
and distilling became the principal 
industry of the four western coun­ 
ties of Pennsylvania. 
In 1791 the young, and still needy, 
Government of the United 
States, 
casting about for revenues, passed 
an excise law that laid something 
of a load on western Pennsylvania's 
chief industrial product. Quite apart 
from the moral aspects of the ques­ 
tion, 
the 
Pennsylvania 
distillers 
looked upon this cut in their profits 
as an unjust discrimination against 
an industry, and under the leader­ 
ship of David Bradford, they promp­ 
tly “organized” and put up resistance 
to the law. 
This in itself was direct defiance 
of Federal authority, and the situ­ 
ation was further darkened 
when 
Federal officers who 
attem pted 
to 
seize the chief offenders were driven 
away by force Neville, Federal tax 
collector, was beseiged in his owrn 
house. 
In no very long times these 
first “insurgents” had cowed all oth­ 
er elements about them and 
were 
virtual dictators of their 
end 
of 
Pennsylvania. 
The real gravity of this first threat 
to the stability of the new United 
States Government lay In the fact 
th at these insurgents were not pre­ 
cisely hoodlums but were men who 
in these days would regard them ­ 
selves as “Industrialists ” 
At a con­ 
vention of 200 of 
their 
delegates 
which met in 1794 
at 
Perkinson’s 
Ferry, on the 
Monongahela, they 
were able to 
command 
as their 
Secretary the 
services 
of a man

In real alarm for the safety of r.he 
Union, and to bring these violators 
of law to their 
senses, 
P re sid ^ t 
Washington issued 
on 
August 
7, 
1794, a 
thunderous 
“Proclamation 
Warning the Insurgents in the new 
Western parts of Pennsylvania to de­ 
sist from the oppostitions 
to 
the 
laws.” 
He recited at length their 
outrages against the laws and on 
the persons of those appointed to 
execute them, and with a reminder 
of another Federal law empowering 
the President to call out the militia 
should his warning be disregarded, 
his proclamation ended 
“Therefore, I, George Washington, 
President of the United States, do 
hereby command ail persons, on or 
before the first day of September 
next to disperse, and retire peace­ 
ably to their respective homes." 
President Washington had taken 
cne of the steps prescribed by law, 
and on September 25, 1794, he was 
obliged to take another.

winter.
